Soybean harvest
was 79 percent complete, compared to the 5-year average of 78 percent.
Cotton harvest was 63 percent complete, compared to the 5-year average
of 84 percent. Cotton condition was rated 3 percent very poor, 10 per-
cent poor, 38 percent fair, and 49 percent good. Rice harvest was 95
percent complete, compared to the 5-year average of 97 percent. Winter
wheat planted progressed to 76 percent, the same as the 5-year average.
Winter wheat emerged was 56 percent, compared to the S-year average
of 54 percent. Winter wheat condition was rated 1 percent very Foor, 8
percent poor, 37 percent fair, 49 percent good, and 5 percent excellent.
